What Gockrell Says of the Contemplated

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 15.—It is possible 
that some proposition looking toward a 
Wange in the rules ofthe Senate may be 
proposed after the tariff bill is passed. There 
bas been a loud demand in certain quarters 
for a closure rule during the consideration of 
the tariff bill, but sucha demand could not 


pe enforced when a measure of such magni- 


tude was already under discussion. Mr. 
Cockrell of Missouri in discussing the sub- 
t of closure, said: 

**It would be impossible to attempt to 
change the rules when a bill is under consid- 
eration, and especially if there was any de- 
sire to prevent its passage by extended de- 
Date. The propositionto change the rules 

be debated as long as the question 
itself. This is recognized by any person who 
has ever looked into the matter. I should be 
in favor of a proposition changing 
that the majority could 
control the passage of revenue and 
appropriation bills. Any party that is in- 
trus with power ought to have control of 
such bills, and oughtto be allowed dy the 
rules of the Senate to enforce a vote after 
reasonable discussion. To that extent I 
would favor a 4 in the present rules of 
the Senate. It would not dototryto change 
the rules now, but when there is no great 
uestion before the Senate, and when ali 
nators can look at the proposition unindu- 
enced by any other question and unDiased by 
igsanship, the matter can be considered 

a business way and decided.

Any party that is in- 
coasted wt with power ought to have control of 
such bills, and oughtto be ollowed dy the 
rules of the Senate to enforce a vote after 
reasonable discussion. To that extent I 
would favora panes in the present rules of 
the Senate.

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PARK PROTECTION. 


Complaint was made by a citizen in our 
People's Forum“ that a gang of toughs 
who had absorbed two kegs of beer in 
Forest Park mounted horses without sad - 
dies or bridles and dashed around the 
picnic grounds frightening women and 
children andendangering their lives and 
limbs. One group of children narrowly 
escaped injury through the efforts of older 
persons. When an appeal was made toa 
park policeman hisreply was that ‘‘they 
(the gang) had a permit.’’ 

This is one of many complaints of a 
similar nature showing laxity in the en- 
forcement of park regulations which de- 
mand rigid inquiry and prompt corrective 
action. It is bad enough to have a bar 
in the park where men may get in fit 
condition to insult women and frighten 
children, but It permits“ are to be issued 
to crowds of men to indulge in savage 
orgies the park will soon be unfit far decent 
people and especially for children. 

The park must be kept sacred from 
drunkenness and disorder. It must be 
absolutely safe for unprotected women 
and children to go into any part 
of it with assurance that they 
will be guarded from disturbance by dogs 
or men, from disorderliness or indecency. 
Every infraction of the regulations to this 
end should be visited with swift and severe 
punishment. Ia no other way can the 
park be made to serve ite proper uses as a 
place of pleasant resort for all the people. 

Not only should the park be thoroughly 
policed, but it should be policed with men 
of exceptional discretion and firmness. 
The failure of a park policeman 
to respond to an appeal for 
protection from any man or gang 
of men with or without permits, or to en- 
force ali rules of order should be followed 
by reprimand or dismissal as the case may 
demand. The Post-DisPaTcu invites in-

The contract system now in vogue is 
objectionable from two sides—that of con- 
vict labor and that of fre« labor. The 
Post-DirsPpaTon has pointed out the effect 
of the contract system on the convict; the 
bitter injastice it inflicts on his family, 
should he have one, how it degrades him 
into a slave and tends to perpetuate crim- 
inality in him and force those dependent 
on him to crime and vice. It turns a con- 
vict loose with only §5 in his pocket 
enough to take him tothe nearest city— 
and with a brand on his forehead which 
prevents him from getting honest employ- 
ment. 

But the consideration of the convict 
side, although ot high importance to so- 
olety, is secondary to that of free labor. It 
is susceptible of proof that the competition 
of convict labor has inflicted great injury 
upon honest labor. By reducing prices 
below the point at which living wages ¢an 
be paid it has transferred to the peniten- 
tiary many trades which formerly gave 
employment tothousands of honest wage- 
earners. It threatens all of them with the 
damage which servile labor always inflicts 
on independent wage labor.

little relief, because it ls not so. much the 
amount of product as the cutting ot the 
price in the open market, Which dbdes the 
damage. The amount, of course, in- 
creases the injury in proportion to its re- 
lation to the whole demand.

The Administration is undertaking to 
construct the strongest possible argument 
in favor ofgold monometallism and for the 
utter demonetization of silver, when it 
puts forward Mint Director Preston with 


rosy statistics and estimates showing that 


j 


the world’s output of gold is now increas- 
ing at a rate much greater than in the 
golden days of placer mining in California 
and Australia, 

Asthe gold output of those days soon 
made our gold dollar worth two or three 
cents less than our silver dollar at the 
ratio of 16 tol, the Mint estimates seem to 
indicate that the purchasing power of gold 
is again declining rapidly, only less rap- 
idly than silver, and that the gold dollar 
is fast becoming as arrant a ‘‘swindle’’ as 
the silver dollar now is in the opinion of 
John Bull and John Sherman. 

Director Preston tells us that the gold 
output of 1898 was the largest recorded in 
the history of the world, and was actually 
more than 16 percent greater than the 
average from 1861 to 1865, the most pro- 
ductive of former years. He tells us that 
it was only 8.77 per cent less in value than 
the average annual product of silver 
and gold together from 1861 to 1865, 
and he predicts that in 1894 the gold 
output alone will fully equal in 
value the annual output of both 
metals from 1861 to 1865, and go on in- 
creasing through 1895, 1896 and 1897. To 
prove the entire sufficiency of the gold 
output for all monetary demands, he as- 
serte that the supply of gold available for 
such purposes in the output of 1883 was 
greater in value than the available supply 
of both metals during eight years immedi- 
ately preceding the demonetization and 
decline of silver. 

Besides all this there are figures to show 
that we part with more of our silver 
preduct than ofour gold product, and that 
we are therefore accumulating an enor- 
mous stock of gold. We exported 519, 607, 
608 more silver in 1893 than we imported. 
But our net export of gold was only §6,- 
780,058. This, deducted from the §36 , 955, - 
000 produced by our gold mines in 1893, 
leaves $20,224,042 added to our stock of 
gold in one year, of which $18,435,901 was 
used inthe arts and $15,789,041 was pre- 
sumably added to our stock of gold avail- 
able for monetary uses. 

Now, the logic of the argument from 
this showing is that, in spite of all efforts 
to increase the purchasing power of the 
gold dollar by demonetizing silver, the 
world is soon to be more overstocked with 
gold alone than it.was with both gold and 
silver in 1878; that this redundancy of gold 
will lessen its purchasing power so as to 
compel us to stop its coinage as we 
stopped the coinage of silver. Where 
then shall we turn for a money metal of 
such stable purchasing power as will al- 
ways represent ‘‘an honest dollar?’’

Returning From Africe He Gives an Ac 
count of Recent Expedition. 

New Wore, June 18. — William Astor 
Chanler, who on last Tuesday arrived from 
Africa, is resting at the home of his brother, 
at Tuxedo. Speaking of his explorations he 
said that he spent almost a year in the 
wilderness about At. Kenla. He set forth 
from the west coast with a party consisting 

jf of 160 porters, 20 headmen and interpreters, 


12 Soudanese soldiers,7 Somali camel drivers, 
15 camels, 48 donkeys, 10 oxen, 50 sheep, 2 
horses and 8 dogs. © proceeded at an aver- 
age rate of about nine miles a day, until pes- 
tilencs began to attack his animals. The 
horse he rode was almost the last Deast to 
succumb, and dropped dead in its tracks 
after bearing him constantly for eleven 
months. . 
Twentw-seven of his men died of the fever, 
and his companion, Lieut. von Hobnel, was 
badly burt by a rhinocerous that be had to 
sent back. At one point Mr. Chanler 
waited four months while natives went to 
the coast and returned with fresh beasts of 
burden.
